A display system according to various aspects of 
the present Invention Includes a system and 
metliod for providing a primary and secondary 
viewing image within the display system. An 
exemplary display system Includes an Imaging 
system and an Illumination system. The imaging 
system may comprise any system configured for 
providing images to a viewer, such as LCD 
systems, CDTs or projections systems and the 
like. The lllumlnatiun system suitably comprises 
any means for directing a light source through the 
imaging system to facilitate a primary viewing 
image and a secondary viewing image. For 
example, the Illumination system may comprise a 
hologram or prism sheet configured to provide a 
secondary Image. Moreover, such a display 
system can be readily manufactured using 
present techniques for mal<Ing display systems.
